WASHINGTON, June 20—The 

St. Louis metropolitan area 
| again ranks ninth in population 
| among the nation’s metropolitan 
| areas, preliminary figures re- 

leased by the Census Bureau 
showed today. 

The St. Louis area, 
1960 population of 2,040,188, 
ranks behind the Pittsburgh 
area, with 2,394,623, and ahead 
of the Washington, D.C. area, 
with 1,968,562. 

The figure for the St. Louis 
area is expected to increase 
somewhat as a result of later 
tallies, but probably not enough 
to overtake the Pittsburgh area, 
Census Bureau officials said. 

The preliminary totals, which 
are subject to revision, showed 
the population of the 189 metro- 
politan areas increased from 
87,579,138 in 1950 to 108,872,660 
this year, a gain of 24.3 per 
cent. The preliminary popula- 
' tion count for the country as a 

whole was 179,500,000,.a 10-year 
increase of 18.5 per cent. 

Central cities in the 189 metro- 

politan areas showed an average 
population increase of only 8.2 
per cent, while the suburban 
| areas increased their population 
by an average of 47.2 per cent. 

Preliminary totals released 
previously indicated that St. 
Louis has dropped from eighth 

to ninth place among the largest 
cities of the United States. The 
‘city had ranked eighth in 1950, 


with a 


‘with a population of 856,796. 

The preliminary 1960 figure 
for the city has been placed at 
764,844, but Census Bureau of- 
ficials expect the final total to 
be about 770,000. That would 
be a decrease of about 86,000 
persons, or about 10 per cent, 
since 1950.

DECIDES AGAINST 
ANHEUSER BSE

area, as Classified by the Cen- | 


| peals Court Ruling 
| On Price Discrimina- 


tion Charge.

WASHINGTON, June 20—In a 
reversal of the United States 
Court of Appeals, the Supreme 
Court ruled today that Anheuser- 
Busch, Inc., violated a federal 
law by price-cutting in the St. 

Louis area in 1954. 

The statute in question, the 
Robinson-Patman Act, makes it 
illezal, for a firm to engage in 
price discrimination between dif- 
ferent purchasers where the ef- 
fect is to lessen competition or 
tend toward monopoly, 

Anheuser-Busch had been or- 
dered by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission not to reduce prices in 
any market where it was in com- 
petition with other sellers, 
less it made proportionate re- 
ductions everywhere f or. the 
same quality of beer. The brew- 
ery sells its beer in many parts 
of the country. 

The company appealed the 
case, and the commission order 
was set aside by the Court of 
Appeals in Chicago. The finding 
there was that the price cut in 
St. Louis did not constitute a 
price discrimination within the 
meaning of the act. 

The Department of Justice then 
appealed to the Supreme Court, 
contending that Anheuser-Busch 
made price reductions to geé 
business away from St. Louis 
competitors, ‘‘and to punish them 
for refusing to increase prices 
when Anheuser-Busch did so in 
the fall of 1953.°’ 

The high court said further to- 
day that its ruling. ‘‘does not 
raise the specter of a flat pro- 
hibition of price differential, in- 
asmuch as price differences con- 
Stitute but one eleemnt” of a 
violation. 

An anti-trust judgment which 
ordered the Brown Shoe Co. of 
St. Louis to dispose of its inter- 
est in the G. R. Kinney Co., a 
retail chain, will be reviewed 
by the Supreme Court it was an- 
| nounced today. 
| Arguments will be heard by 
the court sometime in the term 
which will begin next October. 
The judgment was entered last 
Dec. 8 by United States. District 
Judge Randolph H. Weber of St. 
Louis, who found that the acqui- 
sition would make Brown the 
dominant shoe firm in the coun- 
try.

Reforms Making Progress. 

The former vice president said 
political reforms to dismantle 
Rhee’'s police state were almost 
complete. Civil rights have been 
restored and corrupt officials 
have been removed, he said. 

A remaining reform he said is 
to take the police department out 
of politics. He said he expected 
the Korean Assembly to take up 
Jegislation, shortly after Mr. 
Eisenhower’s departure, to take 
the police out of the Home Min- 
istry and put it under a new 
police commission representing 
all political parties as well as the 
government, 

Trouble had been expected at 
Okinawa. Newspapermen there 
told reporters accompanying the 
President that opposition had 
been growing lately to the big 
military base there and to the 
installation of missile-launching 
facilities. Sentiment for a return 
of the Ryukyu islands to Japan 
aiso seems to be increasing. 

Hagerty’s Advice Ignored. 

Hagerty had told reporters be- 
fore the President left Taipei 
that the press plane could land 
briefly at Okinawa or proceed 
directly to Seoul. He stressed 
the difficulties of landing at 
Okinawa and said the press 
group would not have time to 
leave the air field and to accom- | 
pany the President on a tour 
into the city of Naha and still 
precede him into Seoul.

Nixon and Growth 
During David Susskind’s excel- 
lent television interview of the Vice 
President, Mr. Nixon added to the 
constant flow of confusion emanat- 
ing from the present Administration 
by characterizing himself as a “‘pro- 
gressive conservative.”’ 
As he carefully defined the term, 
@ progressive conservative is one 
who is for all desirable change and 
@cainst all undesifable change. 
Since evervone in his right mind is 
a progressive conservative in this 
sense, the only issue now remain- 
ing for political debate is the pre- 
sumably minor one of whether any 
particular suggestion for change 
meets. the test of desirability. 


First and foremost among the 
changes in domestic policy Mr. 
Nixon urged is tax reform to 

“stimulate economic growth.”’ The 
tax reductions Mr. Nixon feels can 
do this are those to be brought 
about by permitting accelerated 
amortization and by the reduction 
of the highest progressive rates of 
taxation on the incomes of the 
wealthiest people. 

To the extent that high personal 
incomes are earned from the profits 
of businesses, the consequences of 
both of these tax reductions would 
tend to be the same. In the first 
instance profits after taxes would 
be raised. The rich would undoubt- 
edly become richer. 

The question then becomes what 
they would do, besides support Mr.

‘Show Me’ What? 


News that Missouri has dropped from 
eleventh to thirteenth place in population 
among the states coincides with a report that 
Missouri taxes are among the nation’s lowest. 
This state cannot be proud of either fact. 


From 1950 to 1960, Missouri gained some 
352,000 residents. The rate of gain of nearly 
9 per cent was higher than that of six sur- 
rounding states, but there is small comfort in 
that. Kansas on one side and Illinois on the 
other gained about 14 per cent. In any case 
Missouri’s growth was less than the national 
average and Florida and Indiana passed it in 
the population parade. 

One possible, though still not certain, re- 
sult is that Missouri’s congressional delegation 
may decline from 11 to 10. It had already 
declined in 1950 from 18 Congressmen. Aside 
from: the weakening of political influence, 
Missouri is losing economic power Telative to 
the rest of the nation. Its economy, with its 
population, has been growing, but not fast 
enough. 

Meanwhile, Missoufi has been seeking new 
industry. Like some other states, it has 
boasted of its low tax rates. These are con- 
firmed in an article by Paul E. Junk, assistant 
professor of economics at the University of 
Missouri, in the current Business and Eco- 
nomic Review. In 1959, Mr. Junk finds, per 
capita state taxes in Missouri were $68.20. 
Only Nebraska, New Hampshire, Virginia and 
New Jersey collected less. Missouri's state 
and local taxes together averaged $130.61 per 
capita, while the national average was $169.22, 
and only 10 states had lower levies than 
Missouri. 

It is trué that Missouri state spending has 
increased 255 per cent in a decade, but much 
of the increase has come from federal aid and 
better economic conditions producing more 
revenue. Further, the largest increases in 
spending have been for education, highways 
and welfare. Yet Missouri ranks near the 
top only in welfare expenditures. It ranks 
36th in per capita spending on public educa- 
tion, and 28th on mental hospitals. Missouri 
has even spent less on highways on a per 
capita basis than adjacent states, Mr. Junk 
notes. There is no excuse for this, for the 
state has ranked 16th in income. 

We would not argue that low taxes caused 
the decline in state population and growth, 
much less that taxes should be raised forth- 
with. But if Missouri recognizes that low tax 
rates have corresponded to its relative de- 
cline, it should cease thinking that low taxes 
contribute to growth. Obviously they do not. 


The fact is that people and industry con- 
sider many things about a state aside from its 
taxation policy. One thing they certainly con- 
sider is the level of its public services, in- 
cluding health and highways, and especially 
education. These are more important “prod- 
ucts” for state salesmanship than low taxes. 
The census suggests that the Show Me state 
needs something new in its show window. 


Now Cut the Rates 


The huge increase in St. Louis county real 
estate assessments should make possible the 
financing of Supervisor McNary’s $13,600,000 
operating budget with a county-wide levy of 
about 90 cents, as compared to 94 cents a year 
ago and 99 cents tentatively recommended 
by the Council. 

Each penny of the county levy should raise 
at least $150,000, or some $15,000 more than 
a year ago. The yield may even be higher 
than that when the valuations of merchants 
and manufacturers inventories and the dis- 
tributive properties of public utilities are 
added to the rolls. 

Greater reductions may be possible in sey- 
eral of the 13 school districts which produced 
most of the new bulge in the county tax base 
as a result of the parcel-by-parcel reassess- 
ment program. In Hazelwood, for instance, 
every penny of the $2.99 rate will produce 
at least $2400 more this year than it did a 
year ago, or some $617,000; in Kirkwood the 
$3.60 rate ought to yield $1830 per penny 
more than the School Board calculated when 
that rate was set. Gains in the other districts 
were more modest, but still most would seem 
to call for reduced levies. 

Similarly the municipalities that lie within 
the affected school districts also will have to 
make downward adjustments in their tax 
rates if they are not to end their fiscal years 
with surpluses made possible by excessive 
local levies. 


A Small Price for Security 


The world situation and the state of our de- 
fenses create an urgent need for every cent 
in the $40,514,897,000 military appropriation 
bill which the Senate passed, 85 to 0. When 
the Senate conferees meet with those of the 
House, which approved $1,177,000,000 less, 
they should stand firm against proposals to 
drop back toward the original amount. 

The Senate, and the House, too, would do 
well to recall the history of the defense bill 
that was passed last year. That session began 
with the Gaither, Rockefeller and other pre- 
paredness reports having stimulated many 
Democrats in Congress to attack the Admin- 
istration’s proposed military budget as inade- 
quate. Yet the $39,228,239,000 measure that 
went to the President was actually $19,961.- 
000 less than he had requested. It is the 
funds that were appropriated then which are 
producing a few of the weapons: which are 
needed now and more that will be needed 
next year. Most of the complicated weapons 
of today cannot be turned out in weeks or 
even months. 

This year the Senate seems prepared to do 
better. It has restored the B-70 supersonic 
bomber program to full development status 
by adding $285,000,000 to the $70,000,000 
that the Administration had deemed sufficient. 
Instead of just an airframe with engine to fly 
it, the Air Force now will at least have pro- 
totypes with the radar, fire control, naviga- 
tional and other equipment that is essential 
for a completé weapofis system. In two or 
three years, if all goes well, the Air Force 
should be nearly ready to go into production 
with a proved model. In the face of the 
strong testimony given for this 2000-mile-an- 
hour plane, it is hard to believe that the 
House will stand in the way. 

But even with this emphasis on the need 
for airpower to make up for the impending 
missile gap, the Senate was strangely content 
with the $85,000,000 which the Administration 
had sought as a small step toward acquiring 
airborne alert capability. 

The House, with a reshuffling that greatly 
improved the original Administration budget 

proposal but added only $121,000,000 to it, 
knocked out the unproved Bomarc-B anti- 
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aircraft missile program. The Senate re 
stored it. If the conferees should agree on 
elimination of this questionable weapons Ssys- 
tem, the $293,000,000 could well be used for 
airborne alert capability, for the F-106 inter- 
ceptor, for long-range missiles and for anti- 
submarine warfare or several other proved 
projects. 

We hope the bill when it emerges from 
conference leaves no doubt at all about our 
defenses. Any price that insures against ag- 
gression is one that we can afford. 


Time Out at Geneva 


The return to Washington of Frederick M. 
Eaton, chief delegate to the Geneva disarma- 
ment conference, is to be welcomed if it fore- 
shadows the development by our Government 
of a new attitude toward the arms talks. 


Since the Russians presented their revised 
proposals following the breakup of the sum- 
mit conference, American policy has been to 
devote much time to a leisurely critique of 
the Soviet plan. Thus on June 10 Mr. Eaton 
said the plan contained “hopeful signs of posi- 
tive movement” toward Western positions, 
but still left much to be desired. Five days 
later he blasted the plan as projecting a de- 
fenseless Europe left to the mercy of the 
Soviet Union. | 

The Russians have been insisting, with some 
justice, that if the West objects to its propo- 
sals, then the West ought to make counter- 
proposals of its own. Apparently this idea is 
now taking hold of some Western delegates, 
and Mr. Eaton has come home to consult. We 
hope the result of his consultations will be 
the development of constructive counter-pro- 
posals. Even though our government may 
doubt the sincerity of the Soviets in offering 
a new disarmament plan just after blowing 
up the summit talks, we cannot afford to let 
them paint the West as reluctant to move 
toward disarmament at any time. 


Although full of holes in some respects, 
the new Soviet proposals do mark some im- 
portant advances. For example, they include 
detailed suggestions on the key question of 
international inspection and control. The 
Russians propose a control organization under 
the United Nations on which all parties to 
the treaty would be represented. The control 
council would decide “questions of essence” 
by a two-thirds vote, and questions of pro- 
cedure by a majority. In other words, there 
would be no veto. Inspectors would be re- 
cruited “on an international basis.” would 
start inspecting the moment the nations began 
disarming, and would be granted “timely and 
unrestricted” access to any point where dis- 
armament measures take place. 


There may well be bugs in this control 
plan, but surely the thing to do is not merely 
to point them out but to present a plan of 
our own which eliminates them. We hope 
those will be Mr. Eaton’s instructions when he 
heads back for Geneva. 


To a Forward Gear 


One of the strange results of a law intended 
to increase public information about govern- 
ment was a diminished flow of such informa- 
tion. The law could best be thrown out of 
reverse gear by a bill by Senator Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr. now before the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. : 

The Administrative Procedure Act requires 
most federal agencies to make public informa- 
tion unless an official finds that this is not in 
the public interest or that it involves confi- 
dential executive matters. The two excep- 
tions have produced a rash of closed files 
and confidential stamps. Senator Hennings’s 
subcommittee found that 16 agencies cite the 
act in refusing to divulge information. His 
Freedom of Information bill would restrict 
the exceptions and apply the law to all 
agencies. 

Surely the public has a right to know how 
government conducts most of its business, but 
apparently the Senate needs to hear this from 
the public. Little time is left for the Judi- 
ciary Commitee to act as it should. The Mis- 
souri Senator’s long and patient struggle to 
end unnecessary silence about public affairs 
should not die in senatorial apathy. 


Plot Against Farm Migrants 


Since inducing Secretary of Labor Mitchell 
to surrender in his campaign for legislation 
protecting American migratory farm workers, 
a Republican-Southern Democratic clique on 
the House Agriculture Committee has been 
pushing a bill which ignores recommendations 
made by the Secretary's special committee 
regarding imported Mexican farm workers. 


These so-called braceros have been entering 
the country legally, instead of as “wetbacks,” 
under Public Law 78 which provides rather 
sketchy safeguards against their exploitation. 
In 1959 no less than 437,000 of them crossed 
the border. This has much to do with the 
fact that domestic farm workers earned an 
average Of only $761 in 1959, and that they 
could find, on the average, only 128 days of 
work in the year. These conditions hardly 
will improve so long as the operators of fac- 
tory-farms find it cheaper to recruit Mexicans 
even less assertive than the domestic crop- 
followers. 

The bill which is being pushed to a vote 
would take away the Secretary’s authority to 
establish standards for wages; housing and 
transportation for Mexicans recruited by the 
United States Employment Service at the 
request of farm operators. Mr. Mitchell 
wanted similar authority to insist that stand- 
ards for domestic migrants recruited by the 
Employment Service be not lower than those 
prevailing in the state in which they work— 
not to set wage scales of prescribe housing 
and sanitary standards, but only to say that 
these must not be lower than those set by the 
farmer-employers in a state. Now it is pro- 
posed to deprive the Mexicans of this minimum 
protection. Mexican competition already under- 
cuts American workers. If the backers of the 
pending bill have their way, it will do so to 
an even greater extent. The Mexicans them- 
selves will be hardest hit. The only bene- 
ficiaries will be their employers. 

That is why the Administration is against 
the legislation. 
Mitchell’s apparent abandonment of the cause 
of American farm workers, how effective will 
this opposition be? Representative MeGov- 
ern, a South Dakota Democrat, introduced a 
bill incorporating the recommendations of 
the Secretary’s advisors. It lies buried in 
committee. But perhaps he and other men 
of good will may be able to recruit enough 
strength at least to prevent a worsening of 
the lot of migratory workers, American and 
Mexican. :

On May 6 two chartered Soviet ships, 
the Tobolsk and the Krilion, landed at 
Chongyin in North Korea bringing 
more than a thousand Koreans from 
Japan. A mass of waving people s.ood 
on the wharf. 


From the 600,000 Koreans who live, 
usually in abject poverty, in Japan, 
20,000 had already come since Decem- 
ber 1959, constituting the first volun- 

tary mass immi- 
gration into a Com- 
: munist country. 

The Mirror Promised housing,

ried by reports 
from relatives of miserable conditions 
in South Korea, they elected, under 
the watchful eye of the International 
Red Cross, to go North. 


This emigration is little discussed in 
the free world, but it presents a signal 
victory for the Communist camp. Will 
the emigrants regret their decision, or 
will Communist promisés come true? 


North Koreans claim they have al- 
ready achieved the highést per capita 
income in Asia, the highest per capita 
steel production in the world, and to 
have surpassed the coal and electricity 
output of Japan and Italy. They claim 
to have built up their Country in record 
time ana socialized it with a minimum 
of coercion and unrest. 


Is this the truth? From a trickle of 
news from Européan, South Korean 
and American sources it seems that 
these claims deserve at least a careful 
hearing.

10, 1946, nationalized all industrial en- 
terprises, mines, railroads, banks, etc., 
which had belonged to Japanese or 
Korean “traitors.” More than 1000 
industrial enterprises, comprising 90 
per cent of all North Korean industry, 
were confiscated and nationalized. 


By 1957 the Socialist sector provided 
98.7 per cent Of all industrial output. 
Today private enterprise has almost 
vanished. However, the North Koréan 
constitution—the only Communist con- 
stitution—still guarantees the right to 
private ownership of the means of pro- 
duction. 


The current, five-year plan (1957-61) 
is the first fully to embrace all spheres 
of economic activity. Its emphasis is 
on heavy industry and the North Ko- 
reans claim to have fulfilled it two 
and a half years in advance. How- 
éver, there seem to be stresses and 
strains in the economy with too rapid 
advances in some fields and lags in 
others. 


North Korea got considerable help 
from other Communist countries. Right 
after the Korean armistice Russia gave 
$250,000,000, earmarked mainly for the 
reconstruction of the Yalu rivet hydro- 
electric station. From China came 
$350,000,000 worth of consumer goods. 
Foreign aid accounted for 24 per cent 
of total income in 1954, 14 per cent in 
1957, but only 4 per cent in 1958. 


On welcoming the first lot of repatri- 
ates from Japan, Premier Kim II] Sung 
said: ‘‘We cannot offer you luxury, 
but we do offer you food, clothing, 
shelter and hard work to improve our 
commion lot.” 


However distasteful Communism’s 
anthill state may seem to a Western 
mind, North Korea’s effort to turn 
itself into a modern self-sufficient 
country presents a mighty challenge 
to all of poor Asia.

Between Book Ends Adjustment Behind Bars 


THE TREATMENT MAN, by William 
Wiegand, (McGraw-Hill, 325 pegs., 
$4.95.) 


A “treatment man,” in prison par- 
lance, is a psychologist whe labors in 
the regions behind bars to produce ad- 
justment: adjustment to the world out- 
side or to lifelong incarceration. Wie- 
gand’s story is the property of Deputy 
Warden Pryor, but like any story of a 
complex personality, it is the story of 
several other persons too, and finally, 
of a society. 

Joe Sharon, Pryor’s assistant and 
one of two narrators, offers us a 
wavering portrait of a man learned in 
his way, calculating, generous, noble, 
and yet not averse to the limelight 
that plays over him during a prison 
riot. The other narrator gives Pryor 
many a side-glance although, naturally, 
his attention is fof of’s opposite 
number, a lifer named Roy Kinney 
who has organized the trouble that 
rocks Pryor’s well-run prison. 


The trouble begins with a protest, 
which ftapidly becomes a tumult of 
arson, blazing away against drunken- 
ness, obscene song and sexual excite- 
ment. Thus, there is much to distract 
us from Pryof and his Messianic, ex- 
hibitionist syndrome. Reporters avid 
for sensation mingle with harried of- 
ficials in the prison offices. Relatives 
of the guards are held as hostages; 
one is a beautiful woman with whom 
narratot Joe Sharon nearly has an 
affair. And within the cell-blocks are 
men in revolt, a few with an idea of 
what they want but most of them 
mindless and bitter. 

All this suggests that the novel is 
informative about aspects of prison 
life; and it is, It stirs one to a hope- 
léss, inoperative pity. But if Pryor, 
his being and his problems are re- 
garded, in the last analysis, as the 
be-all of the novel, then reactions less 
precise are bound to stir. 

The staternent is made in the novel 
that there must be physicians of the 


mind as well as those of the body. 
But these physicians, if they are like 
Pryor, have a record of personal fail- 
ure and confusion. They aspire to heal 
themselves. Furthermore, those who 
aid others, who command the devotion 
and obedience of shattered men, can- 
not fail to be intoxicated by the sen- 
sation of apparent omni-compeétence. 
Also, those who dance a ballet in 
which they lead scores of others 
through intricate steps are likely to 
forget what the ballet is about. 


The suggestion is made, through Joe 
Sharon, that Pryor by some standard 
is found wanting. But Sharon is, in 
the long run, a man without standards 
of any wide validity. Thus, while 
Pryor is extermporizing, Sharon is ex- 
temporizing his judgments of Pryor. 
And there the novel rests, many paces 
short of the author and the book that 
furnish its epigraph: Dostoevsky and 
‘The House of the Dead.”

Southern States Made 
Available to Students.

WASHINGTON, June 20—De- 
tails of an ll-year experiment 
in using regional co-operation to 
deal with the rising tide of cui- 
lege enrollments were put before 
a group of educators meeting 

here today. 

The experiment, initiated by 16 
southern states, was described in 
a report prepared by two offi- 
cials of the United States Office 
of Education for use at a two- 
day conference sponsored by the 
federal agency. 

Southern states were the first 
to try the regional approach in 
dealing with educational prob- 
lems. Their educational compact 
was created in 1949. 

Participating states include 
Arkansas, Texas, Oklahoma, 
Alabama, Delaware, 
Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Maryland, Mississippi, North 
and South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Virginia and West Virginia. 

The compact permits a mem- 
ber state to use the specialized 
facilities of public and private 
colleges and universities of other 
member states instead of con- 
structing similar facilities of its 
own. 

In practice, the program 
works this way: The state wish- 
ing to use a facility in another 
state contract with the board 
administeripg the compact, 
which mak®ts the necessary ar- 
rangements. 

The contracting state then 
pays a prescribed fee for ‘each 
student. If entrance _ require- 
ments are met, the student is 
accepted on the same basis as 
resident students, with the usual 
out-of-state tuition fee waived. 
| A western compact came into 
being in 1952. Its members are 
'11 states in the far west, Alaska 
and Hawaii. A New England 
compact became effective in 


| 1955. 


The report said that the three 


| regional compacts have had ben- 


eficial effects, observing: 

“They have provided informa- 
tional assistance by their clearing 
house and publication programs. 
They have initiated and carried 
through significant studies which 
have the entire region as the 
focus of attention. 

“Their efforts have helped to 
extend higher education at mini- 
mum costs to a greater number 
of people and to effect econo- 
mies to the states. In this sense 
they have inspired a concept of 
state, regional and federal part- 
nership in higher education, a 
‘concept that is getting universal 
attention.”’

The source quoted the betting 
at 13 to 10 that Johansson would 
finish the job within six rounds; 
‘that is, Patterson would not 
come out for the seventh round. 
If you wanted to wager that way, 
you would put up $10 to win $13. 

Close Odds a Surprise. 

Closeness of the betting has 
been a source of surprise ’to box- 
ing men who feel that on the 
basis of his showing last year, 
Johansson should be highly fav- 
ored, as much as 1 to 5, perhaps. 

But many fans hold to the be- 
lief that it was something of a 

lucky punch Johansson landed to 
the bridge of Patterson’s nose. 
That blow started the former 
champion on his way to deieat. 
He was knocked down. seven 
times before Referee Ruby Gold- 
stein halted the contest. 

In the judgment of many, that 
won’t happen again. Hence, the 
odds are so short. 

A group called feature Sports, 
Inc., headed by veteran Humbert 
Jack Fugazy, who promoted in 
the 1920s, is presenting the pro- 
gram. 

It is expected, confidently, that 
there will be more than 30,000 
persons who will pay a total of 
$750,000, to see the fight, at the 
Polo Grounds, in addition to the 
thousands who are likely to 

attend theater television and 
swell over-all receipts to ap- 
proximately $3,500,000. 

Should receipts soar so high,

Berries to be served with the 
cream heart should be washed, 
stemmed, but left whole—sprin- 
kled lightly with confectioner’s 
sugar and chilled for three or 
four hours before service. Then 
the rich juices of the fruit, the 
smooth creaminess of the Coeur 
and the frank simplicity of good 
bread give the tongue a treat 
indeed.

Two eight-ounce packages 
cream cheese. 

One pound creamed cottage 
cheese. 

One cup heavy cream (or half- 
and-half). 

One-fourth cup confectioners’ 
sugar. 


Sweetened strawberries. 

Beat cream cheese well with 
rotary beater. Gradually add 
cottage cheese, beating con- 
stantly until almost smooth. Add 
cream and sugar; beat until 
blended. 


If wicker heart baskets are 
to be used for molding the 
Coeur, line baskets with double 
thickness of cheesecloth, pack 
mixture firmly into the hearts, 
then place the baskets in a bowl 
or plate to drain overnight in 
refrigerator. Unmold and re 
move cheesecloth. 


An interesting pattern from 
the basket and the cheesecloth 
adds to the appearance of the 
unmolded heart. 

If the Coeur is to be made in 
gelatin heart molds or small 
custard cups first put a colander 
lined with a double thickness of 
cheesecloth in a low pan. Pour 
cheese mixture into colander; 
drain overnight in refrigerator 
to remove whey. 


Line individual or large heart 
shape gelatin molds with single 
thicknesses of cheesecloth; 
spoon and pack cheese mixture 
into molds and chill about two 
or three hours in refrigerator. 
Unmold and remove cheesecloth. 

Garnish with candied cherries 
and serve with sweetened straw- 
berries. 


Yield: 12 servings. 


Seasoned Chicken Stock 
Used in Gourmet Cookery 


ONE OF THE TRICKS of 
gourmet cookery is the use of 
well-seasoned stocks. Take, for 
example, this spiced chicken 
stock that can be used to give a 
distinctive, rich flavor to 
sauces, soups, vegetables and 
meats. The flavoring secret 
comes from the island of Ja- 
maica; allspice is the surprise 
ingredient that makes the de- 
licious difference. 

Allspice, incidentally, is most 
versatile. It is famous as a 
seasoner of pot roasts, mince- 
meat, and sausage. Because the 
fragrance of this plump black 
berry resembles a blend of cin- 
namon, cloves and nutmeg ex- 
perienced bakers keep it within 
easy reach. The flavor of all- 
spice probably can not be de- 
tected in this recipe for chicken 
stock; it just makes a subtle 
difference. 

Think of this spiced chicken 
stock recipe as a beginning. 
Several suggested uses are given 
below, and the creative cook 
will soon develop many more. 


Spiced Chicken Stock (or Broth). 


Four pounds chicken necks, 
wings or backs. 

Eight cups cold water. 

One bay leaf. 

Three-fourths teaspoon whole 
allspice. 

One-half teaspoon whole black 
peppers. 

Four teaspoons salt. 

One-fourth cup celery flakes. 

One-fourth cup parsley flakes. 

One-fourth cup instant minced 
onion. 

Place chicken, water, bay leaf, 
allspice, black pepper and salt 
in a saucepan. Cover and cook 
slowly two to three hours. Add 
celery and parsley flakes and in- 


stant minced onion 30 min- 
utes before cooking time is up. 

Remove from heat and cool. 
Remove chicken parts (save for 
making pressed chicken or for 
other chicken dishes). Strain 
stock and skim off fat. Use for 
serving hot, jellied or for cook- 
ing vegetables, in sauces and 
soups. 

Yield: seven cups. 


Spiced pressed chicken is a 
delicious old-fashioned recipe 
which probably was one of your 
grandmother’s specialties. The 
chicken stock recipe given above 
is used as the basis for this 
molded dish. 

It is flavorful enough to serve 
as a party dish; thrifty enough 
to serve the family on warm 
days. 

Spiced Pressed Chicken 

One envelope unflavored gela- 
tine 

Two and one-half cups cold 
chicken stock 

Four hard-cooked eggs 

Three cups. diced 
chicken 

One cup diced celery 

One-fourth cup diced green 
pepper 

One and three-fourths 
spoons salt 

One-eighth teaspoon ground 
black pepper 

One-fourth teaspoon ground 
allspice 

One tablespoon lemon juice 

One teaspoon onion sak 
P One-half teaspoon garlic pow- 

er 

Soften gelatine in one-fourth 
cup of the chicken stock.

perfect low-calorie appetizer for summer meals. 


The seasoned broth may be used in 


many types of gourmet cookery. Suggested uses are given in the accompanying story. 


Slice one of the hard-cooked 
eggs and arrange, lengthwise, 
down the center of a nine by 
five by three-inch loaf pan. Pour 
in one-half cup of the stock. Chill 
until firm.

Childhood Diseases 


*“‘Dear Dr. Molner: 

“IN A FUND-RAISING CAMPAIGN for schools for re- 
tarded children, I was given some.literature that claimed 
‘high fever in childhood disease’ was one cause of retardation. 

“As a young mother, 1 would like to know more about 
this. Does it mean that a child having disease, such as 
measles, chickenpox, tonsillitis, could become retarded? 

“Also are children who are slow to talk, but normal or 
above average in understanding words, directions, etc., and 
quick to ‘catch on’ to just about everything, a cause for 
worry? MRS. J. D.” 


Iliness in childhood can be the cause of mental 
retardation, but perhaps the way of saying it is a 
little too brief to give an adequate idea of where the 
danger lies. In fact, I think we could say that high 


fever, all by itself, does not cause mental deficiency 
at all. 


However, some of the so-called children’s diseases like 
measles and mumps—especially measles—can occasionally 
cause inflammation of the brain. Technically, this is encepha- 
litis, of course, and not just the original disease—measles or 
whatever. 

If this brain infection is severe (and it usually is 
accompanied by high fever) it is possible for it to do enough 
damage to leave permanent impairment of some function of 
the brain. 

On the other hand, there is no reason for mothers to be 
unduly alarmed if fever accompanies one of the ordinary 
diseases, sore throats, tonsillitis, ear infections, and so on. 


I don’t mean, naturally, that mothers should ignore 
these diseases, or regard them lightly. Such infections 
should be cleared up as rapidly as possible. Clearing 
them up without delay is the most effective way we 


have of insuring that they don’t lead to other complica- 
tions, 


As to the question of the child who is slow to talk, 
within reasonable limits, but is quick-witted in general, I see 
no reason for being worried. Some are ‘‘late bloomers,”’ so to 
speak. 

After all, children vary quite widely in the rate at which 
they develop ‘‘motor skills,” that is, the skills involving some 
physical movement. Some walk sooner than others, some are 
quicker about learning to use their hands. It is not at all 
uncommon for a child to be early in some skills and late in 
others. So there’s no reason to be disturbed by moderate 

‘ Variations. Some children start using a few words very early, 
and keep adding to their vocabularies. There are other 
youngsters who seem to learn to use only a bare minimum of 
baby words—and then abruptly start talking at a great clip, 
almost overnight. Apparently they have been learning the 
words, and what they mean, but just haven't decided, until 
then, to start using them. Don’t ask me why,-because | don’t 


know. But I’ve observed it.

NEW YORK, June 20. 


NOT LONG AGO, in Holly- 
wood, I met Dan Petrie, who 
looks scarcely old enough to 
drive, much less to vote. He has 
directed innumerable television 
plays, an operation roughly 
comparable to flying a B-52, 
and was on the verge of direct- 
ing a movie, another fairly 
complex enterprise. Television 
has produced a good many of 
these youngsters, one of whom 
is Norman Jewison. Jewison 
looks young enough to draw a 
sharp glance from the barten- 
der when he orders a drink— 
actually he is a very young 32 
—and much too young to have 
directed the, ‘‘Fabulous Fifties,” 
one of the best of the spectacu- 
lars, the Andy Williams show, 
one of the best musical series 
ever done on TV, and the Harry 
Belafonte show. 

Jewison comes from Canada, a 
land where creative people are 
just beginning to boil over, and 
he represents.a small and prob- 
ably vanishing breed—the TV 
variety director. 


“Most dramatic people—the 
directors, the writers and the 
producers look down on va- 
riety from the artistic stand- 
point. You don’t need any 
talent, they feel, to direct or 
produce a variety show. Well, 
take the Andy Williams show. 
It was put on because CBS had 
enough courage to put it on. 
You couldn’t sell it because— 


who was Andy Williams? He 
wasn’t Perry Como. On a show 
like that you start with only 
Andy’s name at the top. When 
I do a drama, it’s all there. 
My function as a difector is to 
do the drama as completely 
and as excitingly as I can, 
still leaving room for the writ- 
ers and artists to function in 
a creative way. For a drama 
director there is the word. 


“But variety is a blank page. 
And they say this isn’t creative! 
It takes 10 times as much crea- 
tive energy and thought to do 
variety—good variety. It’s not 
as tight as a drama but, unless 
the variety show has a point 
of view or a raison d’etre, it 
cannot suceed. Only a show like 
the Ed Sullivan show might — 
but there can’t be too many of 
those.

Silent Treatment 
For Noise in Paris 


PARIS, June 20. 

WE WERE TRYING to get some sleep at 7 o’clock the 
other morning when somebody in the next building started 
hammering on the wall with a sledgehammer.

Finally, we wound 
up in an office where the 
man in charge turned out 
to be quite friendly. He said he was very happy we were 
taking an interest in the noise in Paris because it was a 
problem. 

“I’m. not really interested in all noises in Paris,’’ we 
eaig, “Dat...” 

He told us: ‘“‘Ever since honking horns has been forbidden 
in Paris, the Parisians have been very sensitive to noise. 
Before, everyone was honking so hard they couldn’t hear 
any other noise and consequently nobody complained.”

‘But I assure you, monsieur, we are making 
headway. Look at February,” he said, taking a sheaf 
of papers out of his drawer. “In February 1960 
we fined 366 people tor honking their horns in the 
daytime and 34 for honking at night. Sixty-six people 
were fined for noisy exhausts on cars and motorbikes, 
51 for noisy braking, 24 truck drivers were fined for 
carrying noisy material such as tin cans and empty 
gasoline drums in the daytime, and 19 after dark. 
Seventeen bistros and nightclubs were caught making 
noise at night and,” he addded with pride, ‘‘six people 
were fined for beating carpets outside official hours.” 
‘‘But,”’ we said, “I want to know about...” 


The man continued: “In March we put out a new rule 
forbidding the playing of transistor radios in public places 
such as streets, parks and public transportation. Transistor 
radios are only allowed in cars and only if they don’t bother 
the people outside the car. 


“Believe me, we are making progress. We now have 


trucks going around Paris measuring noise. Of course, there 


are some noises that are more difficult to detect than 


Other noises.”’ 


“What's that?’’ we asked, forgetting our own problem

for the moment. 


“Well, people playing violins or pianos, which we refer 


to as bruit de jouissance, or pleasure noise. We can’t very 


well take their instruments away from them, and there is 
always the problem of people who earn their living giving 
music or singing lessons. All we can do is limit the hours 
these kinds of noises may be made.”’ 

‘“That’s very nice,’’ we said, “but we have those men 
working with sledgehammers next to us at 7 o’clock in the 
morning and we were wondering about what to do about it.’ 

“But,” he said, ‘“‘we are not concerned with that type 
of noise. You must go to the Minister of Public Construction.” 
We went to the Minister of Public Construction, who sent us 
back to the police station, but to a different bureau. This 
was called the Bureau of Co-ordination of Local Services. 


Once again we were greeted kindly, and when we 
explained the problem to an official he said: ‘No 
one has the right to make any noise, whatever time, 
day or night. If you hear hammering in the morning 
you must call your local commissariat and they will 
send a policeman over to listen to the noise. If the 
policeman thinks it is too much noise, he can fine 
the workers. 


“If they still make noise, he can increase the fine up > 
to 30 (mew) francs ($6). We do not want noise in Paris. 
As a matter of fact, starting in 1961, there will be a law 
put in force that all garbage pails in Paris must be noiseless 
and have rubber bottoms.: Be assured that you have every 
right to complain.’”” He shook our hand.

Canceled Visit to Japan 


MIAMI, Fla., June 20. 


HOW SAD it is that we were forced by the Japanese to 


cancel the President’s visit to their country! 

How much wiser it would have been if the President 
had postponed the visit long ago with the explanation that 
until the Japanese government had come to an. amicable 
understanding with its people, he did not feel it would be 
wise to make the visit. 


Those in control of the Japanese government 
must suffer in the withdrawal of the invitation to the 
President, and it certainly becomes more difficult 
for them to put through such an unpopular measure 
as the security treaty. 


Must we insist on an agreement between the United 


States and Japan that is so unpopular among the young | 


Japanese, who will have to bear the burden of carrying 
it out? I cannot believe that this is necessary. 

A WOMAN from upstate New York has just sent me a 
clipping from the Christian Science Monitor that points out 
that there is a new vocabularly being used in Washington 
and that one does not hear any more the phrase ‘‘preventive” 
war, but the talk is about a ‘“‘pre-emptive” war. 
analyzes the two, however, they are strangely alike. 


This article by William H. Stringer, chief of the 
Washington bureau of the Monitor, certainly has 
some interesting quotations. What it all boils down 
to is that certain people in and out of Government 
are insisting that it is not enough simply to have a 
balance of military power, but the intelligence service 
must be alert enough to provide the knowledge of a 
possible attack by an enemy, in which case you must 
strike first.+ 


This presupposes absolutely correct intelligence infor- 
mation, and it makes invalid the policy that most of the 
. people in the United States have always believed in—that 
as a country we would never strike the first blow. 

Such a decision would put on any President of the United 
States a rather terrible burden. Of course, the whole theory 
is advanced because of the knowledge we now have that 
action of any kind will most surely mean complete annihila- 
tion, and therefore we are willing to consider annihilating 
some other part of the world first, hoping that we will remain 
relatively unhurt. 

This is highly unlikely and the whole argument points 
up the need for facing once and for all the fact that there 
must be no war with nuclear weapons and we had better 
bend our efforts to strengthening the United Nations ard get- 
ting all war materials controlled internationally by that body.
